e GOVERNOR PERMITS RECLAMA¬ 
TION MEASURE TO DIE BY 
PROCESS OF POCKET VETO AT 
3 MIDNIGHT TUESDAY.

, Senate bill No. 105, a measure which 
, would have meant much to the de- 
! velopment of San Francisco’s penin- 
! sula and San Mateo county, failed to 
. receive executive approval of Gov- 
. ernor Stephens and went upassed 
along with other bills calling for 
appropriations aggregating $2,780,- 
011.48 when it was left unsigned on 
Tuesday at midnight, tlie time at 
which executive measures passed by 
the Forty-third Legislature expired if 
they had not been signed by the Gov¬ 
ernor. 

The bill originally called for an 
appropriation of $50,000 for the sur¬ 
veying of tide lands adjoining and the 
leveling of Hunters Point. The ap¬ 
propriation asked was reduced to $25,- 
000 liy the Ways and Means Commit- 
toe of the Senate, and practically 
every civic and commercial body of 
San Francisco endorsed the project, 
which was sponsored by the Civic 
League of Improvement Clubs and As¬ 
sociations. 

At the eleventh hour a committee, 
consisting of George Ehrhard, secre¬ 
tary of the Civic League, and Senators 
Scott and Canepa, the latter the 
father of the bill, made every effort to 
secure its passage, but the chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the State saw fit to let it 
die by "pocket veto.” The Governor 
signed eighty-one measures on Tues¬ 
day.

ABSOLUTION OP INTENTION NO. 34. 

A Resolution of Intention of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco Declaring Its Intentioif to 
Improve Pine Terrace, Park Way and 
Portions of Spruce Avenue, Walnut 
* Avenue and Lux Avenue. 


Whereas public interest and conveni¬ 
ence require that the work and improve¬ 
ment hereinafter described should be 
done; and „ ._ _ . 

Whereas in the opinion of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, said contemplated work and 
improvement is, and is hereby declared 
to be of more than local or ordinary 
public benefit; . , .. „ 

Now, therefore, resolved by the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, that it is the Intention of 
said Board to order the following; work 
and improvement to be done in said 
City, to-wit: 

Section A. That the following streets 
and avenues in said City of South San 
Francisco lie improved by regrading to 
official line and grade and by construct¬ 
ing in each of said streets a pavement 
consisting of an asphaltic concrete 
wearing surface one and one-halt (IV 2 ) 
inches in thickness laid on a cement 
concrete base four (4) inches in thick¬ 
ness. The streets hereinbefore referred 
to are the following: 

That portion of Spruce Avenue from 
the northerly line of Miller Avenue to 
the northeasterly boundary line or 
-High School I’ark Addition," as shown 
upon that certain map entitled "High 
School Park Addition," which map was 
filed in t lie office of the County Recorder 
of tile County of San Mateo, California, 

May 17, IS 17, and recorded in Map Book 
10 at page 16; Pine Terrace from the 
northerly line of Lux Avenue to the 
westerly line of Maple Avenue; that 
portion of Walnut Avenue from the 
northerly line of Miller Avenue to the 
westerly line of Maple Avenue; that 
portion of Lux Avenue from the east¬ 
erly line of Spruce Avenue to the west¬ 
erly line of Maple Avenue; Park Way 
from the northwesterly boundary line 
of said "High School Park Addition to 
the westerly line of Maple Avenue, in¬ 
cluding the area of roadway between 
gutter lines formed by the junction of 
Lux Avenue and Park Way;

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Y. W. G. A. UNIFORMS 
TO CLOTHESTUDENTS 

Suits Worn by War Workers Will 
Be Given to Penniless Stu¬ 
dents in Switzerland. 


Official uniforms of the Young Wo¬ 
men’s Christian Association minus 
the Blue Triangle, the Association in¬ 
signia, will l>e worn next winter by 
women students who have been strand¬ 
ed in Switzerland during the war and 
who, because of lack of funds, inabili¬ 
ty to re-enter ttieir native country, a 
■desire to finish their university courses 
or because they have no family to 
■which to return, will remain there next 
year. 

Elizabeth M. Clark, who lias been in 
Switzerland for ten years under the 
World Student Christian Federation, 
has appealed to the National Student 
Committee of the Y. W. C. A. for cloth¬ 
ing for the 300 foreign women stu¬ 
dents in Switzerland. The scarcity of 
clothing last year among these almost 
•refugee students made it necessary for 
two girls to share one coat so that 
only one could go to classes or go out 
of doors at a time. 

Four large packing cases of all 
kinds of used clothing, save hats, 
which is in good condition, have been 
collected hastily from women college 
students in the New England States, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Delaware by the Stu¬ 
dent Committee of the National Y. W. 
C. A. to be sent over in response to 
Miss Clark's appeal. This clothing will 
be dyed, cleaned nnd made over In 
Switzerland. 

In addition to the clothing collected 
from students In colleges nearest New 
York a cnse of uniforms, which hnve 
been turned in by Y. W. C. A. secreta¬ 
ries who did war work, and the official 
gray uniform ulsters is being sent. As 
uniforms are being turned in by war 
workers they will be claimed by the 
Student Committee, which will remove 
the insignia and prepare the uniforms 
so that they may be worn by these 
women who have been forced by world 
events to remain in Switzerland for 
several years.

PROHIBITION TO BRING 

COMMUNITY PLAYHOUSE 


Hazel MacKaye Advises Using Build¬ 
ings as Centers for Drama, Com¬ 
munity Sings and Enter¬ 
tainments. 


Why not turn the corner saloon into 
a community playhouse when the law 
effects the closing of these gathering 
places, asks Miss Hazel MacKaye, di¬ 
rector of the Department of Pageantry 
and Drama of the National Young Wo¬ 
men’s Christian Association? 

“I went over on the West Side of 
New York one night recently to attend 
a community drama meeting,” Miss 
MacKaye says in explaining her theo¬ 
ry, “and as I was riding along I noticed 
how many saloons there were—one on 
every corner and another in the mid¬ 
dle of the block, it seemed, all just 
blazing witli lights. Those lights ought 
not to go out with prohibition. They 
ought to shine for something worth 
while to all of the people, and what 
better than community drama nnd 
sings?” 

Miss MacKn.ve feels that the war 
has given a great impetus to popular 
Interest In drama and that through 
pageantry and drama a great deal in 
the way of Americanization can be ef¬ 
fected. 

Through the community center, if it 
be In a district populated largely of 
one foreign nationality, these people 
could present pageants of the life in 
their mother countries, translating 
them into English, so that Americans 
and also the younger English speaking 
members of their household could un¬ 
derstand nnd appreciate their tradi¬ 
tions. American nrt would be greatly 
enriched thus through the drama of 
all of the nations whose peoples have 
settled in tills country. On the oilier 
hand American ideals, Amerlcnn his¬ 
tory and American festivals, even laws 
such as child labor and minimum wage, 
could be Interpreted to these people 
by means of pageantry. 

“People hnve been learning not only 
to work together, lint to play togeth¬ 
er,” Miss MacKaye says, “particularly 
since the war, when the people stood 
together In drives nnd large patriotic 
community entertainments. The op¬ 
portunity to build up a great commu¬ 
nity organization Is now at hand, nnd 
the time is ripe for it. Why not utilize 
the corner saloon?"

TRAFFIC LAW VIOLATORS 

A complete record of every viola¬ 
tion of the State motor vehicle act on 
the highways of San Mateo county, 
as reported by the traffic officers, is 
to be kept on file in the office of Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Franklin Swart, who is 
at the head of the traffice police de¬ 
partment of the county.
